Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

I beg  to  submit  to  you  the  Annual  Report  for  the  year  ending 
December  31st,  1943. 

In  accordance  with  the  recommendations  of  the  Ministry,  it  has 
been  curtailed  considerably,  but  to  ensure  continuity,  the  essential 
statistics  are  presented  as  in  previous  Reports. 

The  Vital  Statistics  show  a Crude  Death  Rate  of  13.2  per  1000 
of  the  population,  as  compared  with  11.3  for  1942.  The  Live 
Birth  Rate  was  13.2  per  1000  of  the  population,  as  compared  with 
16.7  for  1942.  There  were  no  Still-births.  The  Infantile  Mortality 
Rate  was  27  per  1000  live  births. 

No  serious  outbreak  of  Infectious  Diseases  has  occurred. 

Housing  and  Overcrowding  are  dealt  with  in  the  Report  of  the 
Sanitary  Inspector.

Statutory  Action  is  being  taken  in  respect  of  No.  6,  King 
William  Street,  which  has  been  reported  as  “Unfit”  for  human 
habitation. 

The  Occupier 
was  summoned  for  permitting.  An  order  giving  possession  of  the 
House  was  obtained.  The  number  of  persons  concerned  was  nine.

All  premises  receive  a continuous  and  pure  supply  of  water  for 
drinking  and  domestic  purposes  from  the  Stourbridge  and  District 
Water  Board.  The  principal  Bore  Holes  (at  Wollaston  Road  and 
Mill  Meadow)  are  situated  in  your  District.  The  Engineer  and 
Manager  to  the  Board  has  samples  of  the  Water  taken  at  frequent 
intervals  and  supplies  Copies  of  the  Analyses. 


Milk,  Dairies  and  Cowsheds. 

The  following  Amblecote  suppliers  are  registered  : — Producer 
Retailers,  2 ; Retail  Purveyors,  2. 

Milk — Special  Designations  Order  : 2 Licences  issued  to  sell 
“Pasteurised  Milk”  and  1 for  “ Tuberculin  Tested  Milk.”  They 
are  “ Secondary  ” Licences. 
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Public  Health  (Meat)  Regulations. 

No  Slaughter-house  is  used  in  this  District.  Notices  were 
given  in  respect  of  3 Pigs  killed  on  private  premises.
